The town voted at last annual meeting authorizing the Se- 
lectmen to expend fifteen hundred dollars for an iron bridge, 
and to repair the stone work across Hanson Mill Brook (so 
called), at North Conway. By referring to Hanson Bridge 
account in the Treasurer’s report, you will find that we have 
expended about $2400.50 for same. You will see by said ac- 
count that the iron bridge cost $900.50. We could have bought 
a bridge for $700.50, but thought it for the interest of the town 
to buy the best one. The stone work cost more than was an- 
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ticipated, for when we came to examine it we found it neces- 
sary to take down both wings of the abutments on the northerly 
side and build them over, and we were obliged to buy consid- 
erable more stone to make the work substantial and suitable to 
put the bridge upon, for which we paid H. B. Cotton $180.00 
for stone used from old mill dam near the bridge. We also 
thought it advisable for the town, (to prevent the water from 
lowering the bed of the stream so as to leave the old founda- 
tion of abutments out of the water and liable to decay) to buy 
the stone in the bottom of the old dam, near the bridge, (the 
same to remain there,) for which we paid the said Cotton $45, 
and took a bond from him to the town that the same shall re- 
main there as long as the town shall think proper. We also, 
on petition of a large number of the citizens of the town, bought 
an extra amount of iron railing not included with the bridge 
proper, which cost as per report, $108.75, besides the expense 
of putting the same on, of about dollars. We think that 
the stone work will now stand a long time without any expense, 
and the expense of keeping the bridge in repair will hereafter 
be but a small amount.

The following report upon the educational interests of the 
town for the school year ending March 1, 1884, is respectfully 
submitted. Reported by districts : 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Minnie J. Pingree. I did not 
visit the school but once. Received no notice at the close. 
Judging from the register, the term was a profitable one. 

Fall term, taught by Miss Eva L. Meserve. This was a 
successful term. A marked improvement in all the branches, 
especially reading. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 


One term taught by Fred R. Thompson. This was Mr. 
Thompson’s first attempt at teaching. I found the school under 
good discipline, and the scholars made good improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


One term taught by Miss Lila D, Osgood. This was Miss 
Osgood’s first school, and lacking experience, failed to give 
entire satisfaction in the district, although the order and im- 
provement were good. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Both terms of school were taught by Mrs. A. M. D. Blouin. 
This teacher has taught in this district several terms before. 
Under these circumstances we looked for nothing short of suc- 
cess, and were not disappointed. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Both terms under the supervision of Miss Emma M. Forrest, 
who being a thorough teacher, met with excellent success. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Spring and Fall terms were taught by Miss Clara A. Brough- 
ton. We think the people of this district were satisfied with 
her efforts. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


One term taught by Miss L. H. Pitman. I made one visit 
at the commencement and found the school orderly and in a 
prosperous condition.

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CONCLUSION. 


In comparing the success of our schools the past year with 
that of former years, the result is gratifying. The standard of 
scholarship is high in many districts compared with the amount 
of schooling. Scholars have taken a deep interest in the 
schools. They have appreciated their opportunities and have 
been desirous of improving them. The majority of those who 
have had charge of our schools the past year, have been true, 
live, working teachers. Wouldthat I might say the same of 
all. The teacher’s profession is a noble one; for that reason it 
is a responsible one. Of all the employments in which one 
may engage, this one calls for earnest work of brain, heart and 
hands. One who is content to sit in the school-room for six 
hours, simply hearing the recitations from the book and_noth- 
ing more, has no claim to the title of teacher; it is but an in- 
sult to the town. The true teacher trains the mind both intel- 
lectually and morally, raising the pupil step by step, until he 
is able to think and act for himself; ever bearing in mind that 
to his care are intrusted minds which are like wax to receive 
impressions, and like marble to retain them. How great, then, 
is the responsibility of the teacher, if he, or she does not keep 
this object constantly in view, and not only impart to them all 
the knowledge possible, but also let his example before the 
scholars be such, that he may persuade them to practice all 
that is good, and shun all that is evil. The more the harmony 
in the district and sympathy between parents and _ teacher, the 
more profitable the school. ‘There yet remains with us an evil 
of vital importance, which caz be eradicated. It is that of 
keeping children out of school. You not only wrong your 
children, but you wrong your country and your fellowmen. 
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Let the coming year find every child in the school-rgom, and 
-your homes will be better for it. 

Before concluding this report, I desire to say, that I consid- 
ered it for the benefit of the town that the text books in use 
should be established. I have adopted Lippincott’s Series of 
Readers, and from the books already in use in our schools, I 
have established Robinson’s -Arithmetics, Well’s. Shorter 
Course in Grammar, Harper’s .Geographies, and Brown’s 
Physiology. The above list has been recorded, ard must by . 
the law of this State, remain unchanged for the next ten years. 
For the support I have received in making the exchange, from 
parents, teachers, scholars and prudential committees, to all 
these I desire to express my sincere thanks, and with best 
wishes for the future welfare of the schools, I close this, my 
second annual report.
